officers arrived and told him what 
they were looking for he assisted 
them in locating the first still, and 
later sent the second one to town. 
Officers are still looking for the 
farmer tenant but so tar no arrests 
have been made.

Anglo-Am erican friendship and it is a 
source of irritation 
even to 
many 
Am ericans who are too well inform ed 
to be taken in by the average agita­ 
tor.

A nglo-Japanese pact could be discon­ 
tinued in some way which would not 
w ound the feelings of the Japanese or 
enhance their m ilitarist spirit.

0XALLA6HAN CASE 


Recent surveys of Labrador, which 
nave disclosed immense resources of 
timber suitable for pulp ami paper 
manufacture, have led to a revival of 
efforts to bring about a determination 
of the boundary line between New­ 
foundland and the Canadian province 
of Quebec. 
This line has never been 
mid down by actual survey and its 
various definitions as given In docu­ 
ments Issued at Intervals in the Inst 
century and a half are so vague that 
government officials do not know just 
now much 
of 
Labrador belongs to 
Newfoundland and how much to Can­ 
ada. 
That Labrador is rich in many nat­ 
ural 
resources, 
including enormous 
water power, bas long been known, but 
the practicability of utilizing its for­ 
ests fur paper-making was not dem­ 
onstrated until the world wide paper 
shortage led to exhaustive investiga­ 
tions of the territory. 
This resulted 
in applications by promoters to the 
Newfoundland government for timber 
limits in Labrador. 
As these could 
not be acted upon until it was deter­ 
mined whether Newfoundland owned 
the land in question, representatives 
of t Ii is colony were sent to London 
late in the summer to discuss with 
eminent English counsel the prepara­ 
tion of ii formal draft of Newfound­ 
land's Labrador claims as opposed to 
those of Canada.

The United States bureau of stand­ 
ards has recently made successful ex­ 
periments in the production of colored 
wall plaster, by admixture of wood 
fiber with plaster-of-paris. 
The wood 
tiber can be dyed any color desired, 
and the piaster made of any texture. 
Panels of the materia! have been sub­ 
mitted to the Gypsum Industries as­ 
sociation in Chicago.

ance claims, is Included in the general 
program. The full weight of the wom­ 
en’s auxiliary of the Legion will also 
be thrown 'behind the movement aud 
the assistance of all loyal Americans 
la being asked for and gladly accepted. 
“These men in hospitals are our 
first concern,” F. W. Galbraith, Jr.. 
national commander of the Legion 
said recently, “and tile situation with 
regard to them is far from satisfac­ 
tory. They are coming to believe, and 
justly to a large extent, that their 
country has forgotten them. ..Their 
greatest need is a friendly handclasp 
cheerful smile and an unqualified and 
oft-repeated demonstration that we 
have not forgotten them and will 
never forget them while God gives us 
strength to stand four-square with 
and behind then} so long as they need 
our help. It’s not our job alone—It’? 
everybody’s job—but Ifs just a littk 
closer to the hearts of men and worn 
en of Hie Legion.” 
The Legion takes the position that 
the maimed World war heroes repre­ 
sent America’s fundamental obligation 
and that the Legion, backed by the 
full weight of sound public opinion 
can make conditions with regard to 
them as nearly perfect as human 
agencies will permit.

tional books of the Brahmans, particu­ 
larly the Ramayana and Mahahhu- 
rattif, to the use of “flying carriages” 
iii the earliest period of Indian his­ 
tory. 
The Ramayana (compiled about 500 
B. C.) informs us that Rawun, a king 
of Ceylon, used to fly over his oppo- 
i neat s’ armies, “and not infrequently 
j caused them severe loss;” while after 
j the defeat and death of that monarch 
j at the minds of the Brahmans his “fly- 
I ing carriage” became the property of 
I the Uarnchanda, the Hindu chief, who 
j flew iii it to his capital at Ajindhia. 
In the Sanskrit classic one comes 
across numerous aeronautical terms 
Among these are Vaman-yanu, mean­ 
ing: To propel a flying carriage. Va- 
man-Chirya, meaning: To fly in a fly­ 
ing carriage; Vaman-Perbhoot, mean­ 
ing: A succession of Hying carriages; 
and Vamnn-Arj. meaning: One who 
works a flying carriage (an aeronaut). 
“Such phrases are very frequently 
j met with in the Hindu epic writings,” 
says the writer. 
“It is generally ad­ 
mitted that, when a language is in 
process of formation, new words and 
terms are coined as tile necessity 
arises. Is it venturing, too far, there­ 
fore, to assert that, if flying machines 
had not existed in ancient India, such 
phrases could surely never have come 
into common use? 
Why, then, do we 
find them so deeply embedded in old 
Sanskrit?”—American Review of Re­ 
views.
